Applicant is arguing for limitations not present in claims. While Applicant's plain language of claim 1, only calls for"... using the parallel 
file system", Applicant appears to be reciting portions of his specification from (page 17, lines 12 - 14 "a PFS [physical file system] 
running on a cluster of nodes, which enables all nodes in the cluster to access the same file data concurrently" ) as argued in his 
response (04/05/05), to distinguish his claims between the cited prior art. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., from portions of his specification page 17, lines 12 - 14 ""a PFS [physical file system] running on a 
cluster of nodes, which enables all nodes in the cluster to access the same file data concurrently") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant also rehashes similar arguments in claims 17, 20, 36, 39 and 55. Please see response above as it also addresses those 
arguments as well. 
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
